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Disagreements Between Road 
Agent, Selectman Continue

CHESTER - Road agent 
Mike Oleson and selectman 
Mike Weider have again 
butted heads over how the 
road agent is running the 
highway department. 

While Oleson asserted at 
the Oct. 4 meeting that by 
using equipment he owns 
privately, he is efficiently 
and cost-effectively running 
the department, Weider has 
concerns that the bid policy 
is being violated with the 
practice of allowing road 
agents to bill the town for 
use of their equipment. 

The matter arose when 
Oleson presented bills he 
had submitted to the town; 
Weider wrote notes on the 
bills questioning the expen- 
ditures. Oleson said that 
from now on he will answer 
such questions in a public 



meeting. 

Matters questioned in- 
cluded use of Oleson's wood 
chipper, the cost of roadside 
mowing and use of his 
dump truck. Oleson argued 
that the cost to the town 
was significantly less if he 
rented his equipment in- 
stead of driving out of town 
to rent equipment from 
another outfit. He added 
that in some cases emergen- 
cies arose that required 
quick use of his equipment. 

The mowing cost of 
$8,212.50 raised an alterca- 
tion. 

Oleson said he once 
hired someone to do the 
work and after paying 
$5,000, saw only one quar- 
ter of the roads completed. 
After that year, he called 
around to see about hiring a 
more professional company 
and found the cost was 
between $15,000 and 



$18,000 to mow the whole 
town. 

Oleson now rents his 
own mower for the job, but 
said if the board voted 
against the practice, he 
could go the more expen- 
sive route. Oleson asked a 
previous board to purchase 
a mower for the town but 
the plan didn't get off the 
ground. 

Weider argued that the 
town's bid purchase policy 
stipulated that expenditures 
over $5,000 have to go out 
to bid and that every time 
the board signed such bills, 
they were violating both the 
town's policy and state 
statute regarding road 
agents. The state law noted 
reads, "No person holding a 
public office, as such, in 
state or any political subdi- 
vision governmental service 
shall, by contract or other-

Drowne Parcel in Sandown 
Slated for Conservation

SANDOWN - Though 
the trajectory of a couple 
hundred acres in the vicini- 
ty of Odell Road and Snow 
Lane was toward develop- 
ment into a 55-plus subdivi- 
sion called Hersey High- 
lands, owners of the land 
Richard and Norma Drowne 
have decided to instead 
work with the Natural Re- 
sources Conservation Ser- 
vice (NRCS) and the San- 
down Conservation Com- 
mission to preserve it. 

The town and the 
Drowne Family are in the 
process of finalizing a pub- 
lic/private partnership that 
would see the property per- 
manently conserved. 

The conditionally ap- 
proved plan for the 142-lot 



subdivision initially stipu- 
lated a 103-acre conserva- 
tion easement, and accord- 
ing to Richard Drowne, a 
considerable amount of 
time was spent by the fami- 
ly researching and trying to 
find an entity to hold that 
easement. In 2010 they 
applied to the NRCS under 
the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture Wetlands Re- 
serve Program (WRP) to 
enroll the acreage as perma- 
nently conserved and to 
restore and ensure protec- 
tion of the wetlands and 
wildlife in the area. 

"In the following years 
our family decided that we 
would like to include a 
majority of the acreage, 
202-plus acres, in this con- 
servation program," Drowne 
said. 

Then, this year, the fam- 




ily approached the town 
through the conservation 
commission, selectmen and 
planning board to work 
toward taking ownership of 
the property under the ease- 
ment. Negotiations for the 
land ensued and while, due 
to financial constraints, the 
town was not able to pur- 
chase the entire parcel 
enrolled in the WRP, it is 
looking at acquiring 83 
acres of it. 

The remaining acreage 
will be owned by the 
Drownes but will remain 
protected by the easement 
held by the WRP. 

The selectmen gave 
their go-ahead to the project 
at their Oct. 1 meeting. The 
process isn't complete how- 
ever. The next step is a pub- 
lic hearing on the proposed

The committee will 
check with Building and 
Grounds department head 
Steve Harms to see if he had 
a list of these buildings' 



conditions and needs. 

Carrier said he just dis- 
covered the fire station fur- 
nace is in need of major 
repair, at an estimated cost 
of $4,000. "I will need to 
find that in my budget, but 
it is something that has to 
be attended to," he said. 

The committee will 
determine the maintenance 
needs of the buildings for 
the short term and the long 
term, and seek the most effi- 
cient, economical, and time-

Chester School District Budget Off to Good Start

CHESTER - Work on 
next year's budget has start- 
ed at Chester Academy, and 
administrators say that 
minus a few unknowns out- 
side of local control, it looks 
to be shaping up as a rela- 
tively smooth year. 

Making this year 
straightforward is a lack of 
negotiations with collective 
bargaining units as well as 
the recent overturning of 
the Senate Bill (SB) 2 system 
of government. 

Earlier this year Chester 
became the first town in the 
state to rescind the provi- 
sions of SB2 in favor of the 
traditional school district 
meeting. Now everything 
on the warrant will be dis- 
cussed and voted on at a 
single meeting in March, 
rather than at a deliberative 
session and a secret ballot 
vote several weeks later. 
The traditional form of gov- 
ernment also expands the 
timeline for creating the 
budget, something adminis- 
trators say makes it a less 
stressful process. 

"(Not being SB2) has a 
huge impact on our budget 
process timeline because we 
have more time to play out 
numbers and finalize real 
numbers," said principal 
Leslie Leahy. "It's a much 
nicer process, and now peo- 
ple can ask questions right 
at the meeting about the 
budget and then vote on the 



budget." 

Leahy said the school 
had been receiving positive 
feedback from the public 
about the change, including 
from those who want a 
chance to question the 
numbers and have their 
thoughts heard directly 
before the vote. 

According to interim 
superintendent Jim Gaylord, 
Leahy and special services 
coordinator Jana Ruiz have 
already been seeking input 
from teachers and others on 
cost projections and are set 
to hand him preliminary 
regular education and spe- 
cial education budgets a- 
round Oct. 25. 

The budget should be in 
front of the school board for 
discussion at its November 
meeting, said Gaylord. Fol- 
lowing school board review, 
it will be sent to the budget 
committee. 

Financial manager Ann- 
marie Scribner and Gaylord 
both noted that most of the 
variable rate costs - propane, 
electricity, snow removal and 
health insurance - have been 
nailed down. The school's 
health insurance provider, 
SchoolCare, will come back 
with no more than a 10 per- 
cent rate increase, but Scrib- 
ner is waiting on the final 
percentage. 

"We're anticipating some- 
thing very positive and rea- 
sonable in a budget a- 
mount," said Leahy. 

An unanticipated cost 
that schools and towns 



across the state will have to 
work into their numbers 
this year is a further down- 
shifting of retirement sys- 
tem costs from the state. In 
recent years the legislature 
dropped its match from 35 
to 30 percent and then to 25 
percent. This next year it 
was dropped to zero. 

"Because of legislative 
action, retirement costs are 
absolutely in the hands of 
the locals," said Gaylord. 

Schools are also waiting 
for an adequacy figure from 
the legislature. This is the 
number the state deter- 
mines is their share in pro- 
viding an adequate educa- 
tion to every public school 
student. The problem with 
this number, noted Gaylord, 
is that the legislature might 
not decide what it is until 
after Chester votes on its 



school budget. 

There are also concerns 
about how the money situa- 
tion in Washington, D.C., 
might affect local entitle- 
ment grants. Schools across 
the country receive signifi- 
cant help from the federal 
government each year in 
meeting education needs in 
the form of entitlement 
grants, including the Indi- 
viduals with Disabilities 
Education Act (IDEA), Title 
1, Title 1 Part A and Title II- 
D programs. 

IDEA grants go toward 
special education program- 
ming. Title 1 is tied into ele- 
mentary school math and 
reading improvement and 
goes to help schools 
improve state testing scores. 
Title 1A is also based on 
helping schools reach stu- 
dents from low-income 



households. Title IID is 
related to teacher profes- 
sional development or 
reducing class sizes. 

The school's revenue 
projection for federal enti- 
tlement grants this year is 
about $240,000. 

Leahy noted that while 
there was talk at the first 
presidential debate about 
how cutting costs at the fed- 
eral level will make it easier 
for taxpayers, that isn't the 
case. "Locals have to pick 
up the cost that the federal 
government is no longer 
paying," she said. "And I 
think the thing that people 
forget is that the costs still 
exist. They're not going to 
go away. Some of them we 
might be able to decrease a 
bit, but most of them are 
not going to go away." 

"But right now we're 



going to keep a positive atti- 
tude and just be aware of the 
fact that these things may be 
coming down. We're sure we 
can put something in front 
of the board and budget 
committee that's going to be 
acceptable, minus anything 
that the state and federal 
government does to us," 
said Gaylord. 

"The way I look at it is if 
we have those issues, 
Chester Academy won't 
have them alone. All other 
schools will have the same 
issue," said Leahy. 

Leahy pointed to the 
efforts teachers have made 
to bring costs down and to 
be efficient as important 
downward budget drivers. 
Also noted by administra- 
tors was a faith in the school 
board to make wise budget 
decisions. 



Selectmen Hire Welfare Provider

HAMPSTEAD - Select- 
men chose Community 
Health Services (CHS) in 
Derry to fill the vacant 
Human Resources post in 
town, a role that provides 
welfare services to resi- 
dents. The previous welfare 
assistance person resigned 
last month. 

At the previous Board of 
Selectmen meeting, three 
options were presented for 
filling the position, and the 
board decided that select- 
man Rick Hartung and 
Administrative Assistant 
Sally Theriault would visit 



CHS. At Monday night's 
selectmen's meeting, they 
brought back a good report 
on their visit. 

Hampstead clients who 
would have to visit CHS in 
person could be transported 
by Community Caregivers 
of Greater Derry or CART - 
Cooperative Alliance for 
Regional Transportation. 

CHS would charge $500 
per month for the first year 
of the contract and would 
make an adjustment in the 
second year if the services 
required were more than 
anticipated. 

The board voted unani- 
mously to hire CHS. Theri- 
ault was asked to see if she 



could get the contract com- 
pleted by Oct. 15. 

In other business at 
Monday's meeting: 

• The board received 
four responses from whole- 
sale electric suppliers for a 
bid. The present wholesale 
vendor for the town, White 
Columns, was among the 
bidders but sent in both a 
12-month and a 24-month 
bid, with the 12-month bid 
for .0698 per kilowatt hour. 
PNE Energy suggested the 
town would do better to 
stay with Public Service of 
New Hampshire (PSNH), 
and In Source offered four 
different companies it repre- 
sents, with bids ranging 
from .0747 to .0763 per 



kilowatt hour. ENH Power 
sent a per kilowatt hour 
amount of .0699, not a bid. 

Theriault will review the 
bids and bring a recommen- 
dation to the board. 

• Police Chief Joe Beau- 
doin received permission to 
conduct a background 
check on a firefighter who 
would be qualified to fill in 
for a three-month period as 
a Hampstead Police Depart- 
ment dispatcher. Fire Chief 
Michael Carrier had no 
problem with the call fire- 
fighter's accepting the job if 
he were appointed. One of 
the police dispatchers is 
taking a three-month leave 
of absence and will return 
in January.

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Chester Plow Rates To Remain Level This Winter

CHESTER - Though the 
structure of plow rates has 
changed, the bottom line 
that contractors will be paid 
by the town for winter 
storm removal work will 
remain constant this year. 

In 2008, after three years 
of stagnant rates, road agent 
Mike Oleson, together with 



selectman Jack Cannon, cre- 
ated a system to tie plow rates 
into the consumer price 
index (CPI) as well as into a 
sliding scale representing fuel 
cost. This year, while the CPI 
has increased slightly, fuel has 
remained relatively stable, 
and the board agreed to split 
the difference between the 
two to arrive at level rates. 

Together with the ad- 
justable rates, equipment is 



broken out into five cate- 
gories. Those include a six 
wheeler with plow, wing and 
sander; a six wheeler with a 
plow and a sander; a one ton 
truck with plow and sander; 
a one ton with plow; and a 
backhoe. Each classification 
gets a separate rate and each 
year a fuel rate is calculated 
using Department of Energy 
statistics for the region. 
Selectman Steph Lan- 



dau, singling out the cost of 
a six wheel with a plow, 
wing and sander, explained 
that the base rate for the 
equipment category last year 
was $82.93, but with a CPI 
increase of 1.0275 percent, 
the base rate rose to $85.21. 
The diesel fuel surcharge for 
that equipment was then fig- 
ured to keep the overall rate 
level with last year. 

Cannon explained that 



while the board could have 
decided to leave the rates 
alone, seeing that they will 
remain level from last year, 
they determined it wiser to 
move the CPI scale this year 
so as not to have to adjust it 
for two years next year. 

This year the price, with 
fuel rates included, will be 
$89.27 for an unleaded oper- 
ated six wheeler with plow, 
wing and sander and $88.93 



for the same vehicle operat- 
ed with diesel fuel. It's 
$84. 1 1 for an unleaded gaso- 
line run six wheeler with 
plow and wing and $83.75 if 
run on diesel; $73.74 for a 
gas one ton with plow and 
sander and $73.38 for diesel; 
$68.56 for a gas run one ton 
with plow and $68.20 for 
diesel; and $78.92 for gaso- 
line run backhoe and $78.56 
for a diesel run backhoe. 



Eagle Scout Project Replaces Conservation Land Bridge

HAMPSTEAD - Slowly 
but surely the bridges span- 
ning brooks and streams in 
the Stage and West Roads 
Conservation Land are 
being replaced, making the 
trail system safer and more 
fun to walk. 

The latest bridge build- 



ing project was done by 
Brandon Johnston for his 
Eagle Scout project. He 
replaced a bridge that had 
fallen into disrepair in the 
Stage Road Conservation 
area. 

Johnston, a Pinkerton 
Academy senior, is a mem- 
ber of Troop 33. With his 
troop leader, Bill Cote, and 
17 volunteers drawn from 



his Boy Scout troop, his fam- 
ily and his friends, the proj- 
ect involved 126 man-hours 
in removing the old bridge 
and building the new one. 

The material cost $750 
and was funded by the 
Hampstead Conservation 
Commission, Johnston said, 
adding, "I spent much of 
the month of August work- 
ing on the project. It was 



about a quarter of a mile in 
on the trail, so it took some 
time." 

The bridge is 20 feet 
across and has ramps on 
either end. 

"This bridge was my 
favorite place to stop when I 
was younger hiking on the 
trail, so it was special for me 
to be able to replace this 
bridge," he said. 



Transfer Station in Need of Bigger Roof

CHESTER - The board 
of selectmen is looking into 
extending the roof over the 
commodities trailers at the 
transfer station to improve 
operations. 

At the board's Oct. 4 
meeting, Andrew Hadik pre- 
sented a basic plan outlined 
by the firm that originally 
designed the station. It was 
well received by the board 
but members didn't have a 
grasp on where the funding 
for the $15,000 to $25,000 
project would come from. 

The effect winter snows 
have on the trailers and 
employees at the transfer sta- 
tion has long been on the 
radar, but a plan to include the 
project in the current year's 
budget fell to the wayside. 



The snow needs to be kept 
out of the trailers, so employ- 
ees currently cover them with 
plywood and climb up a lad- 
der to shovel off the metal 
roof. Selectmen agreed it's not 
an ideal situation. 

The plan is to build a 
free-standing structure that 
would tie into the current 
roof. It would be 23 feet tall 
at its peak, extend out 12 
feet and be supported by 
eight to 10 columns. Hadik 
explained that since the sta- 



tion was built 16 years ago, 
the state has revamped its 
seismic, wind and snow 
codes and the new piece 
would have to be built to 
the new standards. 

The rough estimate for 
design and materials was 
given at $8,000 to $10,000 
and the total project cost 
somewhere between $15,000 
and $25,000. 

While some selectmen 
were leaning toward giving 
the work to the firm that 



designed the building, 
which has used some of its 
time to draw up a basic plan, 
selectman Mike Weider said 
it would be wiser to send the 
project out to bid to abide 
by the town's policies. 

Hadik reminded the 
board that time was of the 
essence for the project 
because winter was fast 
approaching. 

"It's a good idea, but 
how do we fund it?" asked 
selectman Jack Cannon.

Guns and Rural Living 



Guns have been in the news lately, 
although not because of the Second 
Amendment. 

In Deny, two unrelated requests to 
operate gun sale home businesses in 
residential areas faced the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment. In Londonderry, 
a special Town Council meeting was 
held at the Londonderry Country Club 
to witness first hand the sounds of 
gunfire from nearby shooting ranges 
and a town conservation area, sounds 
upsetting golfers and neighbors alike. 

These incidents are not unique and 
can be expected anywhere zoning allows 
home businesses and where hunting is 
allowed on conservation land. 

A Derry couple received a special 
exception to operate a home business 
for Internet sales of antique firearms 
and shooting supplies in a residential 
cul-de-sac. The property owners' deed 
covenants allow a home business. 

To the neighbors who opposed the 
business, the Zoning Board chair 
noted, "A lot of what we heard tonight 
is, I don't want it. But the law isn't nec- 
essarily about what you want." The 
board determined the applicant met all 
special exception requirements. 

In the second request, a resident 
sought to operate an Internet vintage 
firearms business from home. He too 
met all requirements, and he too faced 
neighbors' opposition, leading one 
board member to say, "We don't have 
to think about what everyone else in 



the neighborhood wants." 

In essence, if home businesses are 
allowed in residential areas, and if a 
proposed gun shop meets the require- 
ments and gains approval in advance, 
there's not much the neighbors can do. 

In Londonderry, it's not the selling 
of guns but the shooting of guns that 
has upset residents, particularly the 
owner of the Londonderry Country 
Club, which is in a rural setting close 
to two gun ranges and the Musquash 
conservation area. 

State statute protects shooting 
ranges. And while shooting ranges can 
control their hours, residents can hunt 
at Musquash at their leisure. 

In Derry, the zoning board ap- 
proved both requests. In Londonderry, 
the matter will be discussed at Monday 
night's Town Council meeting. 

In both towns, neighbors are seek- 
ing safety, peace of mind and quality of 
life - as well as a good return on their 
biggest investment - their home or 
business. How guns fit into a scenario 
where people who often have moved 
from urban areas strive for rural living - 
which traditionally has included gun 
ownership - is a question repeatedly fac- 
ing towns in the Live Free or Die state. 
And home businesses are on the rise. 

Working from home, selling on the 
Internet, firing guns and hunting - 
what's the balance in our quasi-rural 
towns? That's a question still awaiting 
an answer. 
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Response to Letter 

To the editor: 

It's remarkable to me 
that Ms. Stenson would end 
her letter published Oct. 4 
with "please understand the 
reality of the situation..." 
and "stop nagging and com- 
plaining" without checking 
her facts first. 

Fact: The current enroll- 
ment at Hampstead Central 
School is 506, which is over 
the 500 students required to 
have an assistant principal. 
There are also 42 students 
enrolled in the preschool 
program. While she, Jim 
Stewart, Jaye Dimando, and 
Natalie Gallo do not count 
these children as students 
(based on their comments at 
the June meeting), the fact 
is that they do exist and are 
being educated at HCS. 

Ms. Stenson states that 
"the duties were reassigned 
by administrators..." and 
"the children are not miss- 
ing access to any learning." 
How would she know? 
When her letter went to 
print, there had been no 
public presentation of how 
those duties were reassigned 
and to whom. From where 
did Ms. Stenson's informa- 
tion come? She is either 
making an assumption, or 
has insider information. Her 
attempt to pass this off as 
"fact" is disturbing at the 
very least and likely war- 
rants further investigation 
into the illegal dissemina- 
tion of information from the 
board to certain members of 
the public. 

With regards to the 
board members being "quite 
savvy regarding every aspect

of running our schools," 
again, on what is this based? 
Our administrators are savvy. 
Most of our board members 
aren't qualified to work in a 
school, let alone run them. 
Mr. Stewart needed several 
explanations of what an IEP 
is and the definition of "least 
restrictive environment." 
Ms. Gallo was a librarian 
decades ago, not quite the 
experience necessary to run 
our schools today. 

Schools and educational 
standards are changing rap- 
idly, and the experience 
required to produce excep- 
tional results is vastly differ- 
ent from what it was even 
three years ago. 

The inconsistency that 
has arisen already for par- 
ents and students when 
issues have materialized 
(and they have) is simply 
unacceptable. 

In short, Ms. Stenson is 
forwarding an agenda that is 
dangerous for our schools 
and our town.

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Sandown Honors Fallen Firefighter at National Memorial

SANDOWN -Last week- 
end a contingent of San- 
down Fire and Rescue 
members traveled to Em- 
mitsburg, Md., to honor one 
of their own and to see the 
name of Sandown firefight- 
er/paramedic Harold Frey's 
name added to the National 
Fallen Firefighter Memorial. 

Frey, 46, lost his life 
after taking part in an ice 
rescue training at Lily Pond 
in January 2011. He suf- 
fered a cardiac arrest. Frey 
had not been an active 
member of the department 
for long, but was a lifelong 
firefighter and medic and 
immediately began visiting 
the department when he 
moved to Sandown about a 
year earlier. 

Frey, a U.S. Marine, was 
remembered as a good man, 
someone who loved the 
fire/rescue service and loved 
helping others. Many in 
Sandown jokingly called the 
former Tennessean the 
"Redneck Paramedic." 

Every year Line of Duty 
Deaths are added to the 
Memorial in Maryland, and 
Sandown Fire and Rescue 
members spoke of the event 
as one where a brotherhood 
came together to honor its 
fallen and to work together 
to keep each other safe in 
the coming year. 

A group of five depart- 
ment members, led by fire 
chief Bill Tapley, left 
Sandown on Friday, Oct. 5, 
at 4:30 a.m. They piled into 
department member Kevin 
Major's recreational vehicle 
to make the trip. 

On Saturday night they 
participated in an emotional 
candlelight vigil for imme- 
diate family and department 



members on the grounds of 
the Memorial. Tapley said 
the vigil was a moving expe- 
rience. The National Fallen 
Firefighters Fund presented 
a luminary and a memorial 
lithograph with FF/Para- 
medic Frey's photograph to 
the department. Members 
also placed a rose on the 
memorial and lit a memori- 
al candle in the chapel on 
the grounds before partici- 
pating in the candlelight 
vigil. 

The next day saw fami- 
lies and firefighters from 
across the U.S. gathered for 
a nationally televised mem- 
orial service. There, the 
names of each of the 85 fire- 
fighters who lost their lives 
in the previous year were 
read aloud. 

Tapley received a pres- 
entation of a United States 
flag that had been flown 
over the capital, along with 
a commemorative badge 
inscribed with FF/Para- 
medic Frey's name and year 
of death. 

The weekend wasn't just 
about ceremonies and for- 
mal remembrances though, 
but was a time for firefight- 
ers and paramedics to join 
together to remember the 
fallen in many ways. Vari- 
ous programs were held for 
families and firefighters 
alike to help them through a 
difficult time. 

Tapley had nothing but 
praise for the event and how 
well it was run. He de- 
scribed the organization of 
the weekend as phenomenal 
and said the overall experi- 
ence was humbling and 
proof that the fire service " 
takes care of its own." 

"It was an honor to be 
able to come down here and 
recognize Harold's memo- 
ry," said Tapley. "It was

humbling to see the families 
of fallen firefighters who 
return each year to offer 
support to others." 

Sandown Public Infor- 
mation Officer Captain Jon 
Goldman said it was more 
than worth it to make the 
trip. Goldman added that 
Sandown members met a lot 
of great people during the 
weekend and plans are 
already in the works for a 
visit next year. 

Tapley said that while 
the event was primarily to 
honor the fallen, there was 



also an undercurrent of dis- 
cussion and plans for 
department leaders to work 
to keep every member safe. 
Fire fighting is a dangerous 
job and Tapley said every- 
one was concerned with 
cutting down the numbers 
of deaths, which total about 
a 100 a year across the 
country. 

Attending the services 
were Tapley, Goldman, Cap- 
tain Dave Cheney, Lt. Mike 
Devine, FF/EMT Kevin 
Major, and FF/EMT Dyllan 
Tapley. During the weekend

Councilman Electric re- 
paired them, and said the 



bill would be under $500. 

• The Trustees approved 
a Telescope User Policy and 
as soon as all the catalogu- 
ing is completed, the tele- 
scope will be ready for 
patrons to check out.

The 
library budget for program- 
ming has $1,000 in it, and

HAMPSTEAD - Bids 
were opened last week from 
Palmer Gas/Ermer Oil and 
Irving Gas for number 2 
fuel oil and propane for 
town buildings and diesel 
for the town vehicles. 
Palmer did not bid on the 
diesel. 

Palmer's fuel oil bid was 
$3,439 per gallon and $2.10 
per gallon for propane. The 
contract is for October 
through April. Irving's price 



for fuel oil was $3,498 per 
gallon and $1,988 for 
propane; Irving also bid 
$3.57 per gallon for diesel. 

When the board met 
again to make a final deci- 
sion last week, Irving had 
lowered its price on 
propane to $1,968 but 
raised the diesel price to 
$3,629 variable.

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Historical Society Seeks to Expand Membership

SANDOWN - Sandown 
has a treasure trove of histo- 
ry and the memorabilia of a 
storied past in its Train 
Depot museum, and the his- 
torical society is seeking to 
encourage citizens to take 
part in not only viewing the 
artifacts but protecting 
them as well. 

The society needs help, 
said interim president Jim 
Weber. He has been a part of 
the depot since he was a 
child, and his family, in- 
cluding grandmother Bertha 
Deveau, worked to turn 
what had become a town 
maintenance shed into a 
museum bursting at its 
seams. The back room had 
no floor, as it was used to 
store salt and sand. 

Keeping the museum 



going is so important to 
Weber that he drives regu- 
larly from his home in Bath, 
Maine to Sandown to attend 
meetings and keep up with 
the building. 

"The depot is an impor- 
tant part of Sandown's his- 
tory," said Weber, adding 
that it would be wonderful 
to see the town rally around 
it. "We need to capitalize on 
this wonderful asset." 

Weber is concerned that 
with a low number of active 
society members, not only 
is the depot itself degrading 
but the history it holds is in 
jeopardy. Deveau, the 90- 
year-old museum curator, is 
an impressive depository of 
Sandown's history, and 
Weber wants to get people 
into the society to share in 
that knowledge. 

The depot needs work 
and everyone is encouraged 



to give any time they might 
have. Whether it's an hour 
during the weekend to help 
paint the depot or a couple 
hours to improve the light 
fixtures or time spent on the 
landscaping, the work is 
needed. 

"There's plenty of main- 
tenance to go around," said 
Weber. "The building needs 
help." 

Some recent volunteer 
effort by Weber, train enth- 
usiast Dick Forde and Bruce 
Robinson helped get an 
antique track speeder run- 
ning again, after it had been 
sitting at the depot for 
decades. The speeder was 
once used to get railway 
workers from site to site 
along the track. The unique 
piece had long been neglect- 
ed for lack of volunteer 
helpers but now, after a win- 
ter in Weber's garage being 



overhauled, it's running 
again and available for 
rides. Many tried it out dur- 
ing Old Home Days. 

And that's just one piece. 
There's an entire train car 
that could use some work to 
show it off in its once for- 
mer glory. 

Deveau will tell visitors 
to the depot plenty of sto- 
ries. She's got a lot of them 
buttressed by her artifacts. 
She'll explain how she used 
to stand at the depot as the 
giant locomotives pulled 
into town. 

Deveau has long spear- 
headed the upkeep of the 
depot and she's often out 
working in the flowers 
between giving tours. 

There's not many in 
town who know what 
Sandown used to be like 
first hand, but the society is 
hoping to collect and retell 



as much of that history as 
possible. The group doesn't 
want that knowledge to fade 
over time, but to grow in its 
retelling. 

The W, N and P (Wor- 
cester, Nashua and Port- 
land) Line that stopped in 
Sandown once handled the 
largest volume of freight 
traffic of any unsignaled, 
single line track in the 
country. 

According to the society, 
during its most active peri- 
od, Sandown saw 18 freight 
and six passenger trains per 
day pass through. 

But there's not just train 
history on display. The 
depot also serves as a town 
museum, and houses turn- 
of-the-century clothing, let- 
ters from deployed troops in 
World War II, a worker's 
mallet found beneath the 
Old Meeting House, and 



shoes from Sandown's for- 
mer cottage industry. 

"For a sleepy little town, 
it has a magnificent history 
and it needs to be in the 
forefront," said Weber. 
"And the more people who 
are involved, the better it 
is." 

The society's last meet- 
ing of the year is just 
around the corner and the 
group is hoping to see some 
fresh faces. That meeting 
starts at the depot at 7 p.m. 
Oct. 17. Regular meetings 
are the third Wednesday of 
the month, May through 
October. While members in 
general are needed, a secre- 
tary is particularly sought. 

It's not a big time com- 
mitment, said Weber, and 
the benefits are many. 
"Come, check it out and get 
involved," he said. 



Repairs Needed at Historic Buildings in Hampstead

continued to dog the His- 
toric District Heritage Com- 
mission last week as it 
sought to set a preliminary 
budget. 

To the commission's dis- 
may, it appears there is rot 
on the bottom of the front 
doors at the Old Meeting 



House. The rot has to be 
addressed, but the commis- 
sion has been considering 
reducing the repair and 
maintenance line for that 
building. 

The commission also 
noted the necessity of 
repairing disintegrating col- 
umns at the Hampstead His- 
torical Museum. Member 
Rob Morris said he would 
ask Dave Dupouy to look at 



the Old Meeting House 
front doors and address that 
issue when he can, but 
noted Dupouy has not yet 
presented any hard num- 
bers for the column repair. 

The commission decid- 
ed to have Morris give 
Dupouy a general figure 
that would be available for 
the repair work. Morris said 
he thinks most if not all the 
repairs could be handled by 



switching the reduced 
money from the Old Meet- 
ing House repair and main- 
tenance line to the museum 
line. 

The commission also 
decided not to plan on 
replacing the HVAC (heat- 
ing, ventilation and air con- 
ditioning) system at the 
museum unless there is a 
catastrophic event. 

"Let's limp along for 



another winter," Morris 
said, and member Chip 
Hastings agreed but said the 
air conditioning would not 
handle another summer. 

Last week's meeting was 
the commission's prelimi- 
nary effort at creating a 
budget for the first draft 
presentation Oct. 10 at the 
Board of Selectmen's budget 
hearing. 

In other business, the 



commission will be spon- 
soring an Ecumenical 
Thanksgiving Service at the 
Old Meeting House on Nov. 
18 at 4 p.m. The commis- 
sion agreed to provide the 
cider and doughnut holes as 
usual, and Morris said he 
would represent the com- 
mission, as Chairman Mau- 
ry Randall will be out of 
town that weekend. 
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Zoning Board Approves Variance for Stage Road Gas Station

HAMPSTEAD- The Zon- 
ing Board of Adjustment 
(ZBA) approved the request 
of David Valente, trustee, for 
a variance to be within less 
than the required 100 feet of 
the front setback that abuts 
the right of way off Route 111 
on a parcel at 235 Stage Road. 

The board examined 
neighboring parcels and 
whether they met this 
requirement. They recog- 
nized that just across the 
street, only 30 feet is 
required for a similar set- 
back, and after much discus- 
sion, approved the variance. 



The developer plans to 
put a six fuel station island 
and a 4,000-square-foot con- 
venience store that will 
include a Subway Shop on 
the parcel, whose only access 
is onto Route 121 (Stage 
Road), right across from 
Bricketts Mill Road. Some 
board members said the tri- 
angular shape of the parcel, 
which narrows as it ap- 
proaches the bottom, is too 
small for the size of the pro- 
posed development. However, 
the ZBA was asked only to 
grant or deny the variance 
for the 100-foot setback, and 
decided the size of the devel- 
opment was not its issue. 

The proposed develop- 



ment will now go to the 
Planning Board. 

Several residents spoke 
against the project. Particu- 
larly concerned was Su- 
zanne Zakian, who claimed 
that the 100-foot setback 
was important in protecting 
Route 111 and that the par- 
cel was unsuitable to this 
kind of development. 

Karen Sapankevych said 
granting the variance would 
be setting a poor precedent, 
and Richie Towne suggested 
the size of the convenience 
store and the number of fuel- 
ing pumps could be reduced. 

In other business, the 
board approved three other 
requests:

wise, except by open com- 
petitive bidding, buy real 
estate, sell or buy goods, 
commodities, or other per- 
sonal property of a value in 
excess of $200 at any one 
sale to or from the state or 
political subdivision under 
which he holds his public 
office." 

Weider went on to state 
that with current practice, 
the town had no way of 
tracking the expense and 
knowing it was reasonable. 

"If Michael (Oleson) 
wants to bid it, he can," said 
Weider. 

Oleson said he would 
not bid the job for his com- 
pany, MLM Construction. 

Weider then motioned 
to put the mowing contract 
out to bid. After the rest of 
the board declined to sec- 
ond the motion, chair Steph 
Landau seconded it for dis- 



cussion. 

Selectman Jack Cannon 
said he was tired of the 
arguments between mem- 
bers of the board and the 
road agent over the same 
issues. 

"I've been on this board 
for six and a half years and 
most of that time this board 
has argued with road agents 
on a variety of different 
things. I'm just tired of it," 
said Cannon, adding that no 
good came of that situation, 
and noted it was more 
important to get the work 
done and done well. 

"If the town wants 
something different, the 
town should change it, and 
the way to change it is for 
them to say, 'Appoint a road 
agent,'" said Cannon. 

Cannon also chastised 
Oleson when he made a dis- 
paraging comment to Wei- 
der. 

Weider ignored the 
comment and continued to 



argue that he wasn't gaining 
anything by arguing the 
point and that he was only 
trying to do right by the 
town. 

Weider's motion ulti- 
mately failed to gain any 
votes but his own. 

Landau raised an old 
concern, that the $5,000 bid 
threshold was too low for 
the highway department, 
and that the board should sit 
down some night and figure 
out reasonable thresholds for 
all departments. Weider dis- 
agreed, and pointed to other 
towns in the area that had 
similar or lower thresholds. 

After Oleson left, Wei- 
der and selectman Rich 
LeBlanc again argued about 
the appropriate way to run 
the highway department, 
with LeBlanc on Oleson's 
side. LeBlanc charged Wei- 
der with micromanagement, 
and Weider charged Le- 
Blanc with not fully under- 
standing the facts.

HAMPSTEAD - Reach- 
ing out to Americans serv- 
ing overseas is something 
the Hampstead Police De- 
partment takes seriously.

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School Staff Get Training in Suicide Prevention

HAMPSTEAD - Hamp- 
stead Middle School Guid- 
ance Counselor Pat Jacobellis 
said she was surprised at how 
much she and the rest of the 
school's staff didn't know 
about student suicide and 
suicide prevention. The 70 
members of the school staff 
involved with Suicide Pre- 
vention training, along with 
the Hampstead Central 
School guidance counselor 
and psychologist, took a pre- 
test and a post-test, and the 
initial gaps in their knowl- 



edge were clearly revealed. 

"This training is so 
important," Jacobelllis said. 
"In New Hampshire, suicide 
is the second leading cause of 
death for students, and on 
average 13 males between 
the ages of 10 and 24 years of 
age and four girls die by sui- 
cide annually. New Hamp- 
shire is one of the states with 
the highest number of stu- 
dent suicides. I can't empha- 
size enough how important it 
is for all of our staff to be able 
to recognize the warning 
signs and understand the 
risk factors involved and to 
know how to respond." 



Jacobellis said the 
school completed a Youth 
Risk Survey a couple of 
years ago and it showed 8 
percent of those who com- 
pleted the survey had 
thought about suicide. 

"The age of our students 
is almost like a perfect 
storm," she said. "They hit 
puberty and many have 
unfolding mental health 
issues and underdeveloped 
social skills and too much 
unsupervised technology 
options. Having our entire 
building aware of the risk 
factors and warning signs 
and having the knowledge 



of what to do and how to 
respond is huge." 

Six Connect Suicide Pre- 
vention trainers conducted 
the training, including Jaco- 
bellis. Celeste Clark, Jen 
Hamilton, Tim Lena, Jenn Sel- 
fridge and Pam Turcotte led 
the intense training exercise. 

Connect Suicide Preven- 
tion/Intervention Training 
is intended to increase the 
capacity of professionals 
and communities to prevent 
suicide. Its curriculum 
includes how to identify 
suicide warning signs and 
how to intervene with a per- 
son at risk. Building on that 



foundation, Connect focus- 
es on the community as a 
whole and how to work 
across systems to build a 
safely net for people at risk. 
More than "just training," 
Connect fosters relationship 
building and the exchange 
of resources. 

The training noted that 
if a youth shows or express- 
es any of the following 
behaviors or symptoms, it 
may indicate a potential sui- 
cidal crisis: feelings of hope- 
lessness, anxiety, agitation, 
trouble sleeping or sleeping 
all the time; expressions of 
having no reason to live or 



no sense of purpose; feel- 
ings of being trapped, with 
no way out; increased sub- 
stance abuse; withdrawal 
from friends, family, and 
community; rage, uncon- 
trolled anger, and reckless 
behavior; dramatic mood 
changes; and giving away 
prized possessions. 

Students experiencing 
losses, such as the breakup 
of a relationship or a death; 
academic failures; trouble 
with authorities; bullying; 
or health issues may also be 
at risk, with immediate 
intervention and attention 
paid to those students.

purchase. The proposed 
price is $180,000 for the 83 
acres. 

Conservation commis- 
sion member Mark Traeger 
said the property has been 
on the commission's "top 10 
list" for years but that it had 
been more or less written off 
because plans were in the 
works to develop it. 

Traeger noted that the 
commission was very 
pleased with the impending 
purchase and lauded the 
Drownes for their desire to 
give back to the town by 
allowing the land to be pre- 
served. The conservation 
commission said the area is 
full of high value wetlands 
and wildlife. 

There have been spot- 
tings of Blandings Turtles in 
the area, a state endangered 
species. Those Blandings 
Turtles were part of a drive 
by neighbors to stop devel- 
opment of the parcel. The 
planning process was a con- 
tentious one, as neighbors 
disagreed with the Drownes' 
efforts to develop. 

The Hersey piece abuts 
Punch Pond, linking, through 
the water body, another town- 



owned piece conserved earli- 
er this year off Morrison Lane. 
In turn, that Morrison Lane 
piece helps connect public 
land to Cub Pond. 

The town also owns 
another abutting conserva- 



tion parcel off Snow Lane, 
the Sawyer Parcel. 

While much of the 
Hersey area is important 
wetlands, there is also a 
corridor of upland. This 
area is planned for use by 



the public in various recre- 
ational ways and could be 
used for future timber 
management. 

"It is our hope that 
through this partnership of 
private and public owner- 



ship, this large parcel of 
land with certain ecological- 
ly significant resources will 
be preserved for future gen- 
erations," said the Drowne 
family.
